The Past Must Guide Us 


The issue whether or not even 
to consider Formosa as our prob- 
lem depends precisely on what we 
are willing to pay for intervention. 
Formosa is tied with the past and 
with the future. By considering 
what has happened before we may 
come to a conclusion on what we 
should do. But before we make up 
our minds we'd better also see 
what will happen to the rest of 
Asia if we align ourselves more 
evidentally with Chiang. 

Chiang and his government 
must be understood for what they 
are today, not for what they were 
years ago. Back in 1943 Chiang 
was directly associated with the 
United States and Britain in form- 
ing a common front against Japan. 
China was to emerge from the 
war as the great power of Hast 
Asia, and as such to be a perman- 
ent member of the security council.

From this moment not only 
was Chiang doomed to defeat if 
he persisted in north China; the 
Chinese communists now identi- 
fied the United States with her 
enemy the Kuomintang govern- 
ment. And there was good cause 
for such identification. We had 
transported nearly 500,000 nation- 
alist troops to north China. And 
Chiang used these troops against 
the Chinese communists. Was 
Chiang convinced that he’d drawn 
us in so deeply that we'd be ob- 
liged to support him to the end? 

Then we found ourselves with 
a double problem. Not only were 
we taking sides against the com- 
munists. We now tried to reform 
the incompetent and reactionary 
Chiang regime. General Marshall 
and Ambassador Stuart repeatedly 
told Chiang that his only hope of 
success was to institute funda- 
mental reforms that would cut the 
ground from under the commun- 
ists’ feet. General Marshall con- 
cluded an impossible mission in 
January 1947. But the administra- | 
tion hadn't yet recognized that the 
Chinese struggle was an internal 
one which no other nation could 
really influence conclusively.
